SHADE TREES SUFFER | 


Municipalities Careless of Important} 
Asset } 

Dr. Fernow says that in “walking: 
along the streets of any city one will | 
find at least from twenty-five to fifty 
per cent of the trees in a damaged con- 
dition.” In the small towns of east-| 


least seventy-five per cent of the shade | 
trees need attention, for, unlike the 
cities, these tows employ no tree doc- 
tors to guard the health of the trees, 
and even trimming is done but irreg- 
ularly, and often carelessly. Yet if} 
the shade-trees in many of these towns 
were destroyed one of their chief at] 
tractions would be gone. ! 

There are severzi reasons why. the | 
trees in these. old towns require spec- 
ial attention. The chief is probably! 
due to defective cfown development, 
the result of uvercrowding. Misshapen 
and weakened crowns result in @xcess- | 


{ive windbreak, and ragged breaks, if) 


left untrimmed, provide the best pos- 
sible entrance for fungi ani insect 
pests, so that a great number of these 
fine old shade-trees, which because of 
their very age are unable, unassisted, 
to shake off these foes,.are slowly dy-

Department of Correction. 


MISS KATHERINE B. DAVIS 


Miss Katherine B, Davis,. LL. D. and 
the bearer of many other honorary ti- 
tiles, has been appointed head of the 
@epartment of correction in New York 
elty. Miss Davis has been in charge 
ef Bedford reformatory for several 
years. There she instituted many suc- 
cessful reforms and is recognized as 
ene of the leading authorities on pris- 
ons and the reform of prisoners, 

She was born in Rochester, N. Y., 
educated in the public schools there 
and after graduation taught a country 
schoo) and saved money enough to pay 
her own way through Vassar college. 
She graduated at the head of her class 
and with such honors that the New 
England Association For the Higher 
Education of Women chose her for 
their Buropean scholarship. ‘Three 
years were spent at the University of 
Berlin and at Leipzig and one was 
Spent in studying sociological problems 
fn Bohemia, where she wrote much for 
the Journal! of Sociology. 

As commissioner of corrections Miss 
Davis will have charge of the ‘Tombs, 
the seven district prisous fun Manhat- 
ton, the penitentiary at Blackwell’s 
fisiand, the workhouse on Riker's is- 
Jand, the New York City Reformatory 
of Male Misdemeanants on Hurt’s is- 
Jand and the city prisous in Brooklyn 
and Queens. 

Miss Davis bas been active in the 
work of the Rockefeller bureau of so- 
cial hygiene. 

She studied sociology both in Ger- 
Many aud at Chicago university be- 
cause of her interest in the practical 
problem, What shall be done witb vi 
ejous and criminal women? She took 
up reform work a dozen years ago, in- 
spired by enthusiasm and equipped by 
epecial study. Her enthusiasm com- 
niunpleated itself to ber assistants, and 
the atmosphere at Bedford reforma- 
tory is one of mutual helpfulness and 
Sospiring hopefulness. Miss Davis sets 
the girls to work, and their teachers 
work with them, They do the garden- 
fng, put in the ice, care for the lawns, 
raise the pigs and run the dairy. 

In the lust year they have redeemed 
a swamp of: soine five acres, turning 
the stream which watered it into a new 
channel, draining the land aud plant- 
fng it with vegetables. 

When Miss Davis wanted some con- 
crete walks laid and bad scraped to- 
gether enough money to buy the ma- 
terials she called her girls together. 
and they went out and tucked up their 
skirts and made conercte walks, 

Miss Davis’ theory of reforming de- 
Hinquents is simple, but, so far us one 
can judge by the results obtained at 
Bedford, effective. 

“Make them happy,” she said recent- 
ly, “and the rest is easy. Virtue is 
largely a product of contentment, as 
vice is of discontent and mental. de- 
pression, which often, of course, come 
from lack of proper means of susten- 
ance, Make girls happy aud you bave 
taken the first and longest step teward 
making them good.”

Sir William Crookes Has Conferrea |! 


Great Benefit on Race. 


Sir William Crookes, who has been 


elected president of the Royal So- 
ciety, is in his eighty-second year. 
His advanced age doeg not affect his 
intellectual activity, and his life's 
work has been such as to confer 
honor on the great office he has as- 
sumed, . 

Sir William Crookes is a London- 
er by birth, and studied under the 
famous Hoffman at the Royal College 
of Science. At the early age of 
twenty-two he became superinten- 
dent of the Meteorological Observa- 
tory at Oxford. ‘Two years later he 
married, and he regards this as one 
of the wiest things he ever did. He 
is a firm believer in early marriages, 
for on one occasion he remarked: 
“T have not the slightest hesitation 
in saying that I believe married life 
is conducive.to longevity. It cannot 
| be disputed that whatever tends to 

increase our happiness must exer- 
cise a very beneficial influence on 
our health. 

As a result of his researches Sir 
William discovered a new metallic 
element, ‘thallium,’ and the first 
specimen was exhibited to the public 
at the International Exhibition held 
in London in 1862. The following 
year he was elected a Fellow of the 

Continuing his in- 
vestigations, Sir William invented 
the radiometer, which, though a 

very simple-looking glass tube, has 

been of the greatest service to sci- 
ence. Sir William’s name is linked 
up with the invention of tubes of 
various kinds, and the ‘Crookes 
Tube” enabled Professor Rontgen to 
discover the X-rays. 

The venerable scientist has been 
an ardent photographer for nearly 
sixty years, and is justly entitled to 
be regarded as one of the pioneers 
in the art. His wife was usually the 
victim in his early days, and he was 
accustomed to say to her “Sit!” to 
which she replied, “It sounds like a 
hen.” Sir William Crookes has 
written a number of scientific trea- 
tises, has been president of the 
Chemical Sociéty and president of 
the Institute of Electrical Engineers, 
and amongst other distinctions is a 
Royal Medallist and a Davy Medal- 
list.

Radio Directing Apparatus Is Marvel | Recent Stories 


of Modern Torpedoes. 


In the next naval battle one of 
‘the most effective weapons will un- 


doubtedly be the Orling-Armstrong |?rom poverty to affluence by some un- 


torpedo, as it is known, which can 


be steered by waves of energy trans-| said that the stories of fabulous for- 


mitted through ether, much as wire- 
less messages are sent.’ Once thes2 
torpedoes are dropped into the water, 
they can be sent in any desired direc- 
tion, to left, right, or straight ahead, 
just according to the wili of the man 
who is handling the controlling in- 
strument ashore. 

Some astonishing facts about these 
torpedoes are given by Mr. Archibald 
Williams, in ‘The Wonders of Mod- 
ern Invention.” He relates how, in 
the first place, in order that the oper- 
ator might be able to follow the 
movements of the torpedo, and also 
as a receiver for the wireless waves, 
a mast of’some sort had to project 
upon the torpedo’s back. 

“Since,’’ however, this was so li- 
able to be destroyed by the enemy’s 
fire, some better arrangement had to 
be thought of, and the inventor, Mr. 
Armstrong, has said that is came to 
him in a dream. It certainly was an 
inspiration, however it came, for his 
idea was to make the machine suck in 
water, and then blow it upwards in a 
jet, just as the whale does when it 
comes to the surface to breathe. This 
water mast answers ideally, so it is 
said, for receiving the wireless con- 
trol, and it is quite evident that the 
enemy might blaze away at it all day 
long without inflicting the slightest 
harm upon it, 

“Another curious feature of this 
torpedo is the way in which it is de- 
signed to avoid torpedo neis 
which are intended to keep it at 
“arm's length” away from a big ship. 
On striking such netting it for a mo- 
ment reverses its engines; then it 
goes ahead again, but steers Itself 
downwards, after a while rising again 
inside the netting. If all goes as ar- 
ranged, it should comé up just at the 
right angle to strike a deadly blow.” 

Mr. Williams, however, points out 
that torpedoes have not proved very 
successful in modern warfare, and he 
mentions the fact that in the Russo- 
Japanese Wur they did comparatively 
little damage, On the other band, 
mines in several instances blew great 
battleships to absolute destruction in 
a few minutes, 

The fault seems to lie in the fart 
that the torpedo cannot carry a suill- 
cient quantity of explosives to create 
any great damage, and according to 
Mr, Williams, ‘if anyone can improve 
upon it so as to make it of greater 
explosive strength, there is a fine 
chance for him.”

It appears 
that about two months ago a report 
was circulated from Yorkshire that 
Miss Sarah Ann Davidson, of Red- 
mire, Yorks, had left an estate, ex- 
pected to amount to over $1,000,000, 
and that she had bequeathed $125,- 
000 to a washerwoman named Faw- 
cett. Asa matter of fact, Miss David- 
bon’s estate was proved at $90,000, 
and there was no bequest either to 
Mrs. Fawcett or to any washer- 
woman. ‘ 

There was a parallel case in Aug- 
ust last, when a laborer named Tuns- 
tall was reported to have inherited a 
fortune of something like $1,000,000, 
from his father-in-law, who had died 
In Australia. Many romantic stories 
were told of Tunstall at the time, 
and the sceptics seemed to have been 
silenced when it was announced that 
Tunstall had sailed for Australia to 
take over his wonderful fortune. The 
sceptics, however, were righ*, and the 
whole bottom of the story was knock- 
ed out when Tunstall suddenly re- 
turned to Bolton with no money. 

In some cases it is difficult to say 
why these stories of fictitious for- 
tunes are circulated. There are times, 
however, when they enable systema- 
tic frauds to be carried out. There 
was the case, for instance, of a wo- 
man in a Midland town in England 
who assiduously spread the report 
that she had inherited a fortune of 
$500,000 from a relative who had 
died in New Zealand. On the sirength 
of this report she borrowed money, 
ran up large bills with local trades- 
meu, fleeced her friends to the extent 
of several hundred pounds, and then 
disappeared, It was ultimately dis- 
covered that she had inherited no for- 
tune.” Nor was there any prospect of 
her being bequeathed as much as a 
five-pound note, and the people 
whom she had swindl.d were left la- 
menting. 

It may be remembered, too, that 
Violet Charlesworth practiced a siml- 
lar deception by announcing that she 
was coming into a fortune of $750,- 
000 when she reached the agé of 
twenty-five. She was sentenced to 
five years’ penal servitude, afterwards 
reduced -o three years, for conspiring 
and obtaining money by false pre- 
tences,

Oxford Latin Attacked. 

The question of the pronunciation 
of Latin led to a lively discussion at 
the Headmasters’ conference held at 
Reading, Ing. 

The Rey. H. Costley White, Head- 
master of Bradfield College, said 
that when a boy went to a univer- 
sity’, especially Oxford, he came into 
a farrago of cacophonous jargon, 
which did duty for the pronunciation 
of the Latin language.

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SCHOOLS FOR WOMEN. 


| Fair Sex In Egrpt Getting a Chance 


Alter Centuries. 


Although there have been decided 
advances both: in the method and the 


spirit of Egyptian education for 
men, nothing has happened more 
significant in the past twenty-five 


years in Egypt than the arousal of 
interest in the education of women, 


This country waits to-day for an 


educated and high-minded mother- 
hood; its absence in the past ac- 


counts for most of its ills. 


The woman of Egypt.in her ignor- 
ance of the laws of health and do- 
mestic economy, in her jealousy and 
intriguing, in her necessarily cir- 
cumscribed and bigoted influence 
the 
home, has been the lgyptian’s se- 
verest handicap. It matters little 
how good the schobls may be made, 
it matters not how perfect may be 
the political and commercial ma- 
chine, it is true here as always that 
the early ideas and the first years. of 
environment are the deciding ele- 
ments in the future career of the 
Egyptian boy. 

Until recently it has never occur- 
red to an Egyptian woman that there 
existed for her any life other than 
that of being the secluded wife of an 
Egyptian man. ‘To earn a living in 


any other way than by being mar- 


ried did not even occur to the mind 


of the mother of the present Egyp- 
tian girl,

It is therefore little less than re- 
volutionary that, in 1910, instruc- 
tion was given in 2,867 ‘‘kuttabs” to 
23,002 girls, and that thirteen of the 
“kuttabs’ have been 


carefully in- 
by trained educators, are 
now attended by 2,080. girls, with 42 
trained woman teachers, 

During the past five years the 
number of primary schools in which 
girls have received instruction has 
grown 40 per cent. It is also strik- 
ingly notable that, according to the 
report of the year, 417 girls in these 


earlier grades were blind. 


This movement for the training of 
women began in 1901, when the 
Ministry of Education sent an Egyp- 
tian girl student to Europe for pro- 
fessional training. This young wo- 
man returned as teacher in one of 
the schools which previously had 
been set apart for girls, and the re- 


sults have been sufficiently satisfac- 
tory to cause the Government to send 


girl students regularly to Europe for 
professional training.

+ Harvesting at: Christmas. 

The ingathering of the harvest is 
usually associated with the summer, 
But there is a harvest in England 
which custom decrees shall always 
begin on December 21st, St. Thomas’

| Strange Cosmopolitan Community as 
the Entrance to the Suez Canal 
Thrives on the Traffic Which Goes 
Past Its Doors—It Swarms With 
Traps For the Unwary Traveler— 


Twelve days at sea from Birken- 
head on the ocean highway to Bom- 
bay will see you passing the famous 
statue of De Lesseps, which looks 
over and past the ramshackle build- 
ings of Port Said to the entrance of 
the famous Suez Canal, of which, he 
was, as everyone knows, the engi- 
neer, 

To a Western eye, as yet unfamil- 
iar with the fascinating and incon- 
gruous Kast, Port Said offers the first 
glimpse of Eastern life, and the con- 
ditions under which existence is 
maintained under a hot sun, Hither- 
to you have been accustomed to chim- 
neys—hcre are none! This, perhaps, 
is the first thing that is noted as the 
liner draws up to her moorings op- 
posite the landing places; the next 
is a babel of voices alongside, as 
numberless boats rush across the 
short distance from the shore carry- 
ing all the oddments of humanity 

| Who make a living from the pockets 
of Eastern travelers. 

It is the inexperienced traveler, of 
course, who get: ‘‘had’’—-your scason« 
ed man has gone through it before— 
but it is qu’ a common trick for a 
box of cigarettes to contain under ita 
first layer very little more than cam- 
el's dung, «nd as you are well.up the 
canal by the time you reach this new 
narcotic, well the seile: makes a good 
thing of the deal, and a little lurid 
language ‘East of Port Said’’ is no- 
thing. Little boys will entertain you 
by juggling live chickens out of your 
pocket for a bit of silver, whilst over 
the ship side are naked lads in the 
water yelling out for coins to the 
thrown down, and very rarely indeed 
do they miss them, 

This is the sort of thing that hap- 
pen on deck as soon as the gangway 
is lowered, and you can imagine what 


twelve days at sea—for you can ex- 
haust the variety offered on ship- 
board very quickly indeed! 

It is more than likely that you will 
get four or five hours’ stop -at Port 
Said—it all depends on the chance of 
entering the canal quickly and whe- 
ther the ship's bunkers need coal, 
which is not very likely on the out- 
ward run. Coaling at Port Said is 
set to music!—picture hundreds of 
native ‘Fillaheen,” trotting up planks 
from the coal barges to the ship, each 
man with a basket of coal on his 
head, each man chanting some weird 
Eastern monotone. as he moves up 
one plank to the ship and down an- 
other to the barge, and so on until 
| the ship is rebunkered, and there. 
jyou have it! Very picturesque, at a 
distance, like most Eastern customs, 
Get within smelling reach, and the 
}scene has its drawbacks, 

Of course you want to go ashore if 
only to write home and tell them all 
; about it; and, further, you want to 
see if all the tales of Port Said beihg 
“a sink-hole of iniquity” are true, and 
}s0 you slep off into a gaily-painted 
| boat and spend the next few’ minutes 
}in wondering how much the men will 
charge you. It is really six cents per 
jhead, and if the boatman gets his 
|legal fare -— well, you don’t under- 
Stand the “‘lingo,” so it doesn’t mat- 
j ter, and anyway it Is necessary to ac- 
quire an air of indifference when 
| paying out to an Eastern, because he 
|never gets enough! 
| Once ashore you begin to feel the 
‘sun, and thought flies back to those 
jfew cold days out at Liverpool. Next 
; tha dust, fine and thick as it is every- 
}where East from now onward, Then 
Jone begins to notice the faces, and 
;what a conglomeration of race is 
jhere. Every corner of Europe is re- 
| presented, ana co far as the men are 
concerned, if one may judge by the 
faciai expression, their respective 
countries will hardly regret their ab- 
sence. They seem to have no work 
to do beyond sitting at tables outside 
cafes and leering at the endless pro- 
cession of ships’ passengers on which 
Port Said mostly lives. The resident 
European women are cither very fat 
and dirty or very graceful and——deml- 
monde, 

It is a pleasant relief to notice the 
women to whom Egypt is home, 
Clothed in black robes from head to 
foot, wearing curious little brass cy- 
linders over their noses, and just a 
glint from a black eye as you pass 
to make you feel that under the East- 
ern robe is a very alluring l:ttle lady, 

The touts who pester you to visit 
quarters of a ‘‘certain’’ reputation, 
with talk of ‘“‘can-can,” ete., are, pere 
haps, the worst nuisance of the 
streets of Port Said. They are na- 
lives, of course, and as persistent as 
only Eastern can be when dealing 
with what a Hindoe would call a 
“burra-Sahib,.”* 

Near the railway station — strange 
Incongruity—-we saw a caravan just 
In from the desert, and a very charm- 
Ing and picturesque scone it made, 
Breakfast was in the making at the 
hands of the women, who move as 
gracefully as deer, whilst the men—

LEEDS’ RAILWAY TRACTION 


Latest Improvement to System Adds 
Greatly to its Flexibility 
and Safety 


Recognized always among - street 


railway men as a pioneer is. its fleld,| 


the gity of Leeds, England, has now 
gone a step further in making possi- 
ble the elimination of tracks from its 
streets. The railiess traction sys- 
tem, recently introduced by the muni- 
cipal government, which ‘not only 
owns the service, but runs it at a profit 
as well, has proved its success beyond 
question, By equipping street cars 
with truck-like wheels and adding a 
swaying trolley to permit free move- 
ment within radius, the difficulties 
have been removed. Not only does 
the plan do away with tracks that mar 
the streets, but it also makes it possi- 
ble for the oars to come up flush with 
the curb to take on passengers, and 
tends to reduce accidents by making 
it possible for cars to glide out of a 
collision, whereas on tracks they 
could do nothing but rush into the 
trouble ahead. 

The part played by Leeds in the 
development of electric traction for 
tramways is of special significance be- 
cause it was in this city that the first 
overhead system in England was es- 
tablished in 1891. This was only 
three years after the first successful 
tramway in this country had been put 
in operation. 

There are now 108 miles of track in 
operation, and not only is every part 
of the city rendered easily accessible, 
but the enterprise of the authorities 
has been abundantly justified. Their 
policy in taking over the tramways 
was to benefit the public by quick, 
safe and reliable service, to give cheap 
fares and comfortable cars, and. to 
benefit the ratepayers by making con- 
tributions out of the annual profits te 
the tax fund, In this way $3,500,000 
has been transferred to the pity treas- 
ury. 4
